Preliminary budget figures 
outlining a total education ex- 
penditure of $828,063 for the 
1962-63 fiscal year are before 
the Las Lomitas Elementary 
School Board this week. | 

The total, if approved, would 
represent a $60,694 increase 
over the present year’s outlay | 
for education. 

The board, in taking a look | 
at the first budget figures last | 
Wednesday, suggested that 
$100,000 be set aside as a re-| 
serve fund next year — as | 
against this year’s $40,000— 
primarily because of a final | 
payment to be made on the 
district’s fourth school #te.

to see how it can be made an 
issue of a campaign for a city 
council candidate. 

As things stand, the building 
bonds are to be retired out of 
sales tax funds so they won’t 
go on the general tax bill. 
Thus are prospective candidate 
has two alternatives, if he 
wants to make the building 
proposal an issue: 

1. He can be a “pay-as-you- 
go spender,” maintaining that 
the proposed building, if need- 
ed and wanted, should be paid 
for out of current funds to 
keep interest costs down. 

2. He can label himself an 
“oppressed taxpayer,” who 
feels the spending of public 
agencies should be curtailed, 
that keeping the community 
activities building from being 
built is one way to do it, and 
that the money from the sales 
tax should be returned to the 
voters in the form of a reduc- 
tion of the general tax levy, 
rather than spent. 

The first alternative does- 
n’t appear very practical. In 
a city where the annual op- 
erations budget runs to 
about $750,000, the addition 
of a $400,000 burden in a 
single fiscal year would seem 
impractical. 

True, it would save the pay- 
ment of a lot of interest money 
but many publie agencies fi- 
nance their building programs 
by bonds even when they have 
current funds available, be- 
cause of the feeling that those 
who benefit—the residents of 
the future—should also be the 
ones to pay. 

The second alternative might 
sound practical and might at- 
tract adherents if glibly utter- 
ed, but there are practical ob- 
stacles. 

Present city council policy 
dictates that outstanding bonds 
be redeemed out of sales tax 
funds, and that 40 per cent of 
the remainder be paid into the 
general fund to reduce prop- 
erty taxes while 60 per cent 
be used for capital improve- 
ments. 

A majority of the city coun- 
cil would either have to change 
its mind or be replaced in 


order to have this policy 
changed. 
Thus, even if one or two 


new councilmen are elected, 
unremittingly committeed to 
cutting municipal spending, he 
or they would only succeed in 
stopping a present bond issue 
project; the “capital outlay” 


fund would go on a-building 
and being spent, as it is now, 
on relatively minor building 
projects. ( 

At any rate, the label ‘“in- 
cumbent” certainly isn’t 
sacred; an issue isn’t neces- 
sary to a campaign either. 
There are lots of good people 
im town who could jump in and 
run for city council just be- 
cause they want to. 


25 Years Ago: 


Menlo Park 
Hard Hit 
By ‘Flu’ Bug 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


January 29, 1937: 

According to a report receiv- 
ed from Principal W. S. Bower 
of the local grammar schools 
the school trustees have deter- 
mined to close the schools for 
one week beginning February 
first, owing to the severe epi- 
demic of colds and flu. 


Present at the city council 
meeting last Tuesday night 
were Councilmen Carrofl, 
Cooper and Lusk, with Dunn 
and Welsh absent. 

Attorney James T. O’Keefe 
Jr. was also absent on account 
of illness. 

Police commissioner Henry 
Carroll stated that due to an 
epidemic of “flu” three of the 
city’s police officers were not 
able to perform their duties, 
and asked that the council ap- 
prove the appointment of 
Frank P. Roach to work out the 
rest of the month at $6 per 
day. The request of Mr. Car- 
roll was granted. 

City treasurer Mrs. Frances 
Maioney asked about remoy- 
ing the city’s funds from a 
bank in Redwood City, and 
placing them in the Menlo Park 
branch of the Bank of Amer- 
ica, which will open its doars 
on Monday next. 

Councilman Carroll moved 
to direct the mayor, treasurer 
and clerk to prepare for the 
transfer. ...

plans, the county manager said 
other owners would have a 
chance to bring their struc- 
tures up to the code of an in- 
dustrial park.

Urban renewal is getting to 
be “the thing to do.” It in- 
volves not only industrial or 
residential areas, but commer- 
cial down-town sections as 
well. More than one Peninsula 
city is eyeing the program for 
some of the run-down business 
sections. Redwood City may 
be the first to get such a plan 
under way. 

A study is now underway to- 
ward this end and, as usual, 
it will send up a cry of despair 
by those who have to move 
out. Such is progress, so they 
say. 

The board of supervisors has 
foun da new site for a county 
jail farm, but it may not be 
the one that will be purchased. 
The 120-acre site is on Skyline

School, one of the 22 parent 
participation nursery schools 
on the Peninsula, will hold op- 
en house Monday through Fri- 
day, Feb. 5 through Feb. 9.

Middle Ave., Menlo Park, any 
of those mornings. 


The Menlo-Atherton Nursery 
School was started in 1951 as 
the Menlo Play Center by the 
Menlo-Atherton Branch of the 
American Association of Uni- 
versity Women, as its initial 
community project. It is co- 
sponsored by the adult divi- 
sion of the MenloAtherton 
High School. 


The Nursery School was or- 
iginally housed in quarters at 
the Menlo Park Presbyterian 
Church. Subsequently it used 
the Green and Yellow Rooms 
at the Civic Center and the ad- 
jacent play-ground once known 
as Scout Haven. 

Construction of the new po- 
lice building forced its removal 
to the Willow Park Recreation 
duilding. In April, 1961, the 
school moved to its present 
oermanent quarters in the Neéa- 
lon Park Recreation Building 
‘towards which the group of 
mothers had for years been 
caising money. 
SELF-SUPPORTING 

The nursery school was in- 
corporated in August, 1957, and 
wag declared a tax deductible 
organization by the U.S. gov- 
ernment in 1960. It is entirely 
self-supporting, though non- 
orefit, for day-to-day expenses. 
dowever, fund-raising activities 
are still carried on for further 
improvements in the Nealon 
Park building and for large 
equipment. Contributions from 
individuals and organizations 
havé also strengthened the 
school. 

The present director of the 
school is Mrs. Robert M. Wise. 
She is herself the mother of 
four children and was for many 
years director of the Redwood 
Parents Nursery School. She 
is highly skilled in all phases 
of pre-school child develop- 
ment and is well trained to di- 
rect the parents in the adult 
education course designed to 
1elp parents further under- 
stand and enjoy their children. 
From time to time, adult mem- 
bers of the nursery schoool and 
their guests hear outstanding 
speakers on various phases of 
| child development. Assistant 
director is Mrs. Lilly E. Me- 
Loughlin who has been with 
the school since it opened. 

The children are divided by 
age into two classes: those who 
will go to kindergarten the 
following year attend on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday; 
younger ones attend on Tues- 
day and Thursdays. Hours are 
9:15 to 11:30 and the nursery 
school roughly follows the cal- 
endar of the Menlo Park Ele- 
mentary schools.
